The reply filed on February 24, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action. The reply is 
incomplete for the reasons given blow. Since the reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given a 
TIME PERIOD OF ONE (1) MONTH OR THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, . 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. 
EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFT 1.136(a). 

Applicant has filed an extensive amendment with many amendments to the claims and additions 
to the specification without indicating wherein the specification, as originally filed, necessarily and 
inherently supports the new claim language and the amendments to the specification. 

To expedite prosecution, the following points are made. The amendment to the claims and 
specification appear to be replete with New Matter. New Matter is broadly defined as subject matter 
not necessarily and inherently supported by the specification as originally filed . For example, in the 
amendments to the claims, where is the support in the specification as originally filed that the 
equivalence approximating "primarily flavor"? It does not appear that the word "flavor" even appears 
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in the specification as originally filed, let alone that equivalence meant equivalent in flavor. Other 
examples of phrases which do not appear to be supported by the specification as originally filed are 
that the appetizer includes a "light-density foods", with flavor either "sweet or savory", that the dessert 
is "light density food with flavors sweet", that the "food bar and package are marked to indicate 
segment ingredients and appetizer", that the bars are "marked first", that "the other end segment of 
the bar is "marked last", etc. Also, applicant's amendment to the specification also appears to 
contain New Matter. One cannot add definitions to the specification that have not already been 
defined in the specification as originally filed.
